'A campaign of patriotic education 
for Kentucky and especially the rural 
districts — a campaign such as the 
state has never experienced, one 
which, in the language of one of the 
moving spirits in the plan, “will turn 
the state upside down and direct the 
searchlight of truth into every nook 
and corner," is being prepared by the 
Publicity and Speakers' Bureau Com- 
mittee of the State Council of Defense, 
which.. concluded Its sessions In Louis- 
ville recently. 

It wl^ be the endeavor of the Pub- 
licity Colnmlttee to rouse the people 
of Kentucky to an understanding of 
the meaning of the war, and of the 
collective and individual responsibility 
of all citizens. 

The state legislature, now In ses- 
sion, will be asked to provide funds 
for a campaign that "will make use 
of every organized agency possible 
that will aid in the dissemination of 
war information and the development 
of a positive patriotism."

this or any other government. For five j 
days beginning January 18 every far- 
lory and workshop In the region east of j 
the Mississippi and Including all of 
Louisiana and Minnesota, was ordered ! 
closed, with the exception of those j 
innnufneturlng perishable food or food 
for immediate consumption. Ten suc- 
cessive Mondays beginning January 21 
are ordered to be observed as holidays • 
when the consumption of coal shall i 
epase except In specified eases. 

Doctor Garfield stated that he ex- i 
lieeted to save 30,000.000 tons of coal j 
by his order. Very likely he will, bat i 
his plan, anuounced without warning, 
brought a tremendous storm about Ills 
head. Innumerable business men. 
whose u (fairs were dislocated despite 
the "earnest desire" of the administra- 
tor, flooded Washington with protests 
and requests for revocation of tin- j 
order, hut It hnd been issued after con- ' 
sulfation with and by •direction of ; 
President Wilson and the wallers had 
no clianee for relief save in those hull- j 
vtdunl Instances where It was neces- 
sary to prevent Injury to health or de- 
struction of property. 

Another and most Important angle t<> 
the situation was the enforced loss of 
millions of dollars in wages to work- 
ers.

Warring Nations Have Depleted Live 
8tock at Enbrmous Rate, Evei 
Killing Dairy Cattle For Food. 



American stock breeders are being 
asked to conserve their flocks and 
herds In order to meet Europe's tre- 
mendous demands for meats during 
the war and probably for many years 
afterward. 

The United States food adminis- 
tration reports that American stock 
raisers have shown a disposition to 
co-operate with the government In in- 
creasing the nation's supply of live 
stock. > 

Germany today Is probably better 
supplied with live stock than any oth- 
er European nation. When the Ger- 
man armies mnde their hlg advance 
Into France and then retreated vir- 
tually all the cattle in the Invaded 
territory — approximately 1,800,00(1 
head — were driven behind the German 
Hues. 

But In England — where 2,400,000 
acres of pasture lunds have been turn- 
ed into gruln fields — the cattle herds 
are decreasing rapidly. One of the 
reasons apparently Is the declining 
maximum price scale adopted by the 
English as follows: For September. 
$17.70 per 100 pounds ; October, $17.28 : 
November nnfl December, $111.08: Jan- 
lit ry,. $14.40. The effect of these prices 
was to drive beef animals on the mar- 
ket as soon as possible. 

In France the number of cattle ns 
well as the quality tmve shown an 
enormous decllue during the war 
Where France Imd 14,807,000 head of 
cattle in 1013, she now hus only 12. 
341,900, h decrease of 10.8 per cent. 
And France Is today producing only 
one gallon of milk compared to two 
and nne-hnlf gallons before the war 

Denmark and Hollnml have been 
forced to sacrifice dairy herds for beef 
because of the luck of necessary feed. 

Close study of the European meat 
situation has convinced the Food Ad- 
ministration thnt the future problem 
of America lies largely In the produc- 
tion of meat producing animals and 
dairy products rather than In (he pro- 
duction of cereals for eiport when 
the war will have ceased.

First, the cornmeal— one-half a ezr ,> — 
is put In a shallow pan placed In the 
oven and stirred frequently until It 
Is a delicate brown. The other Ingre- 
dients are a teaspoon of salt, a cup 
of peanut butter and one and a half 
cups of water. Mix the peanut but- 
ter, water and salt and heat. While 
this mixture Is hot stir in the meal 
which should also be hot. Beat thor- 
oughly. The dough should be of such 
consistency that It can be dropped 
from a spoon. Bake In small cakes 
In an ungreased pan. This makes 1 U 
biscuits, each of which contains one- 
sixth of an ounce of protein. 



Here’s an old fashioned recipe for 
corn mufllns that lias recently been 
revived and used with nnnsnal success 
lit several of the larger New York ho- 
tels; To make three and a half dozen 
muffins take one quart milk, six ounces 
butter substitute, twelve ounces of 
light syrup or honey, four eggs, pinch 
of salt, t\yo ounces linking powder, 
one and a half pounds cornmeal and 
one and a half pounds rye flour. The 
butter and syrup should be thoroughly 
mixed; then mid the eggs gradually. 
Pour In the milk and add the rye Hour 
mixed with cornmeal and baking pow- 
der.

Sugar Coat 35 Cents a Pound During 
Civil War— Refiner#’ Profit* 

Now Curtailed. 



Sugar is selling today throughout j 
America at from 8% to 0 cents it 
pound to the consumer, even though 
there Is a world shortage which li :s 
reduced tills nation's sugar allotment 
to 70 per cent, of normal. 

Through the efforts of the United 
States food administration the sugar 
market hus been regulated as far its I 
the producer, refiner and wholesaler 
Is concerned. The food administration 
lias no power to regulate retail prices 
except b.v public opinion. Even though 
more than 85,000 tons of sugar havt* 
been shipped to France In the last 
four months the retuil grocer’s sugar 
price Is around 8 to 8% cents. lie 
should sell this sugar at 8% to 0 
cents, the food administration believes, 
and nsks the American housewife to 
pay no more than this amount. 

Last August when the food admin- 
istration was organized the price of 
sugar rose suddenly to 11 cents a 
pound. During the Civil War sugar 
cost the consumer 85 cents a pound. 
By regulation of the sugar market and 
reducing the price to 814 and 9 cents 
and keeping It from advancing to ‘-’0 
cents the tfiod administration has sav- 
ed the American public at least $180.- 
000,000 In fonr months, according to 
a statement made by Herbert Hoover 
i he other day. 

“It Is our stern duty to feed the al- 
lies, to mnlntaln their health and 
strength at any cost to ourselves." 
Mr. Hoover declared. “There hag uot 
been, nor will be ns we see It, enough 
sugar for even their present meagre 
and depressing ration unless they send 
ships to remote mnrkela for It. If we 
in our greed and gluttony force them 
either to further reduce their rntlon 
or to send these ships we will have 
done damage to our abilities to win 
this war. 

| 

“If we send the ships to Java 
for 250,000 tons of sugar next year 
we will have necessitated the em- 
ployment of eleven extra ships for 
one year. These ships — If used in 
transporting troops — would take 
150,000 to 200,000 men to France.” 

Reason for World Shortage. 

As Mr. Hoover pointed out, the 
United States, Canada and England 
were sugar Importing countries before 
the war, while France and Italy were 
very nearly self supporting. Themnli 
sources of the world's sugar supply 
was Germany and neighboring powers, 
the West Indies and the East Indies. 

German sugar Is no longer available, 
ns It Is used entirely In Germany 
which also absorbs sugur of surround 
Ing countries. 

England can no longer buy 1,400,00' t 
long tong of sugar each year fixyu 
Germany. The French sugar produc 
Mon has dropped from 750.000 to 210. 

000 tons. The Italian production has 
fallen from 210,000 tons to 75,000 tons 
Thus three countries were thrown 
upon East and West Indian sources 
for 1,925,000 tons annually to maintain 
their normal consumption. 

Because of the world's shipping 
shortage the allied nntlous started 
drawing on the West Indies for sugar; 
East Indian sugar took three times 
the number of ships, since the dis 
tnnee was three times as great. Sud 
denly the west was called 1 on to fur 
nish and did furnish 1,420.000 tons of 
sugar to Europe when 300.000 tons :t 
year was the pre-war demand. Tin 
allies had drawn from Java 400,01 In 
Ions before the shipping situation he 
‘-nine acute. 

“In spite of these shipments," Mi 
Hoover stated the other day, “the 
English government In August reduced 
the household sugur ration lo n hnsls 
of 24 pounds per annum per capita 
And In September the French govern 
ment reduced their household ration 
to 13 2-10 pounds a year, or n hit over 

1 pound of sugnr n month. Even tills 
meagre ration could not he filled br- 
ibe French government It was found 
early In the fall. America was then 
asked for 100,000 tons of sugnr and 
succeeded In sending 95,000 tons by 

! December 1. Trie French request was 
granted because the American house 
hold consumption was then at least 55 
pounds per person, and It was eonstd 
ered the duty of maintaining the 
French morale made our course clear " 
Today the sugar situation may 
be summarized by etating that If 
America will reduce Its sugar con- 
sumption 10 to 15 per cent, this 
nation will be able to send 200,000 
more soldier* to France. 

Sugar today sells at seaboard re- 
fineries at $7.25 i{ hundred pounds 
The wholesale grocer hus agreed to 
limit his profit to 25 cents a hundred 
plus freight, and the retail grocer is 
supposed to take no more than 50 cents 
it hundred pounds profit This regu- 
lation was made by the food adminis- 
tration, which now asks the housewife 
to reduce sugnr consumption us much 
as possible, using other sweeteners, 
and also reminds her that she should 
i pny no more than 9 cents u pound for 
j sugnr. 

Control of Cane Refiners’ Profits.

The price agreed upon Is 
about $4.00 per hundred pounds, f. o. I>. j 
Cuba, or equal to about $0 duty paid [ 
New York. 

“This price should eventuate,” 

Mr. Hoover said, “to about $7.30 
per hundred for refined eugar from 
the refiners at aeaboard point* or 
should place sugar in the hands of 
the consumer at from 8 '/ 2 to 9 
cents per pound, depending upon 
locality and condition! of trade, or 
at from 1 to 2 cents below the 
prices of August last and from one- 
half to a cent per pound cheaper 
than today. 

“There !u nbw an elimination of 
speculation, extortionate profits, atuli 
in the refining alone the American 
lieople will save over $25,000,000 of 
the refining charges last year. A part 
of these savings goes to the Ctihnu. 
Hawaiian, I’orto Ktcan and Louslanlun 
producer and part to the consumer. 

“Appeals to prejudice upilnst tin- 
food administration Imve been made 
because the Cithiin price I* 34 cents 
above that of 11117. It is said In effect 
Mint the Cubans are at our mercy . 
t hut we could gel sugar a cent lower. 
We made exhaustive study of the cost 
of producing sugur In Cuba lust yeut 
through our own agents In Culm, unit 
we find it averages $3.39. while many 
producers ure at a higher level. We 
found Mint an average profit of a' 
least u cent per pound wus necessary 
In order to maintain and stimulate 
production or that a minimum price ol 
*4.37 wns noOessury. and eveu tills 
would Stifle some producer*.
